The greatest mercy in the world to­ 
day ia to shorten the war. The only 
way- to shorten the war is for the Allies 
to win the war. Therefore tho object 
of the Red ..Cross is to win the war. 
This, in a nutshell, epitomizes the aims 
of the Red Cross, and to this object^ 
cooperating with the great national, or­ 
ganization, the Covina branch has com­ 
mitted herself. 


: Tomorrdw (Saturday) in Los Angeles 
•will occur the greatest demonstration 
and parade of Red Cross workers that 
the west has ever known. It is hoped 
that • as many from Covjpa will take 
part in the parade as possible. Every 
woman is asked to dress altogether in 
white. Otherwise she will bo put in a 
class apart. Even so it is expected 
thft no vone will hesitate to march in 
the parade. 
' Last Monday in. Los Angeles, Mr; 
Gurney Newlin, president of our-chap­ 
ter, gave such a report of our work as 
made everyone proud to belong to this 
division. He said that St. Paul's Red 
Cross chapter was counted as one of 
the- most wonderful in the United 
-States. It is interesting to learn that 
our chapter has, since the beginning of 
the year, made three times as many 
hospital garments as, St. Paul, five 
times as many knitted garments, - and 
in hospital linen have exceeded that 
chapter by several thousand. In that 
length of-time we have made 1,375,000 
Surgical dressings a*d 98,490 knitted 


646,187 are the receipts of the Los 
Angeles chapter. 
Financial 
slackers 
are 
prone to inquire 
incredulously 
where this money goes. This sum has 
equipped entirely two base hospitals, 
one for the navy and one for Camp 
Kearny. The Red Cross at home has 
given aid to 650 families of soldiers at 
the expenditure of $15,137, has had on 
emergency* £und for both Fort Mac; 
Arthur and the naval training station, 
and has sustained a bureau of hygiene. 
•</ There are from 150; to 200 workers 
at headquarters .in L 0 3 Angeles every 
day. This does not count the many of 
the various brandies. Yet the wages 
has been less than. $500 per month/ and 
this is for porters, telephone operators, 
stenographers, cleaners, and telegraph 
service. 


Knowing these figuros, no one can 
logically hesitate to give, again in the 
groat drive that is about to begin. Los 
Angeles' quota is $750,000, of which 
$5500 is. Covina's share. Of this sum 
one-fourth goes to war relief work by 
this chapter, including the purchase of 
wool, gauze and hospital garments. Not 
a cent is deducted for expenses which 
are raised otherwise. 
Three-fourths 
goes to Washington to be used where 
ever it will do the most good in win? 
hing the war. The American Red Cross 
has the mighty job on hand of-bring* 
ing back to civilization and holding to­ 
gether, the whole world. Already great 
sums -have been expendod in France 
and Italy. In France more than three 
fourths of all the bandaged used have 
been supplied by the American Red

W. J. BRYAN SPEAKS 
AT CHAUTAUQUA 


The measured and musical voice of 
William Jennings Bryan floated out 
over the hoads of a big audiehce at 
A2usa on Mdhday afternoon, when the 
Commoner gave his famous address on 
"The Making *6f a Man." Mr. Bryan 
io appearing before fifty-two audiences 
on the Ellison-White chautauqua course 


For more than thirty minutes he talk­ 
ed, of the war—of Liberty loans, Red 
Cross, Y. M. C. A., the Knights of 
Columbus, and the many phases of re­ 
lief work and war activity. He has 
adopted the slogan that "the quickest 
way out of the war is straight through 
to victory." 


Then, when ho had spoken strongly 
for these war activities, ho went on* to 
take' up his set ; chautaucfua spoeclj, 
which dealt with- the training of a 
young man, and of his mental and 
moral and physical equipment. Many 
who heard him said that Bryan is one 
of the most powerful preachers of this 
day, and that if he had entered tho 
ministry early in life, would, probably 
be now one of the greatest of pulpit 
orators. 


Mr. Bryan made a strong appeal for 
sentiment behind the movement to pro 
hibit the making of beer' in this coun 
try, speaking of the enormous waste of 
breadstuff's in the making of beer, and 
emphasizing the moral side of tho ques­ 
tion of prohibition. 


The speaker acknowledged his ortho 
dox belief in the Bible as 
4 4 the word of 
God," and said that the world's morals 
can be governed with satisfaction and 
profit from the following of the Sermon 
on the Mount. His speech was very 
heartily applauded throughout.

John -Ayloin (Jack) Clnrke,-son of 
Mrs. Rosa C. Clarko of Covina and 
Los Angeles, who recently passed his 
twenty-second birthday, has success­ 
fully completed i throe months' courso 
of special instruction in tho Bureau of 
Intelligence (''Eyes of the Army") 
department, under an English officer 
straight from tho trenches. 


Jack was ono of the two men chosen 
out of iiis company, passed fourth in 
his battalion of three regiments, and is 
now tilling a position as instructor. In 
a rcccri^ rifle contest he made the high­ 
est score in his battalion, although he 
had never .handled a rifle before he 
enlisted." 


HIB new work consists of scouting, 
observation and sniping, map drawing, 
constructing enmoufluage sniping posts, 
buzzer signalling; crawling on elbows 
and toes across "no man's land" in 
the dnrk'"wjth a rifle strapped on the 
back. The bayonet is not used by the 
scouts, but a leaded stick comes in 
handy to stun and capture prisoners 
for information purposes. The scouts 
are considered too valuable to go "over 
the top.'' They have a great doal of 
responsibility connected with the se­ 
cret servico work of the army. . 


Besides this "extremely fascinating 
work," as he calls it, Jack has been 
doing a steadily increasing amount of 
writing for '' Trench, and Camp,'' the 
Y. M. C. A. paper of the several Cali­ 
fornia 
camps, • and under some old 
hands at the game, is making a thor­ 
ough study of modern journalism. Ho 
was detailed to write up the "Mothers'

- ~OT SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 


The Methodist's of Southern Califor 
nia have entered upon a campaign for 
raising one million dollars for the Uni­ 
versity of Southern 
Californa. It is 
proposed to raise this amount in sub 
scriptions before midnight June 12th 
This will conclude a campaign of two 
years throughout the United States for 
the larger endowmont and better equip­ 
ment of Methodist educational 
insti­ 
tutions. In the course of this campaign 
$23,000,000 have already been raised, 
and it is expected thnt several million 
more will be raised in the next thirty 
days. In the furtherance of this cam­ 
paign for the University of Southern 
California, Dr. Cowgill 
and 
several 
Methodists of Covina were in confer­ 
ence Tuesday evening with other Meth­ 
odist pastors and laymen at Glendora. 


From out of the days when the Co­ 
vina valley was a plain covered with 
the wild mustard'* and the sunflower, 
and the hills were dotted with brows­ 
ing cattle, come awakened 
memories 
this week, through the death of one of 
the 
earliest of pioneers, 
George O. 
Shouse, 
cattleman, 
grain-raiser, and 
courageous business man of the west 
that is gone. With his passing is re­ 
moved one of the kindliest gentlemen, 
and one who built for himself a re­ 
spected place among the people who 
lived and struggled on the plains in 
those first years of the settlement. 


Mr. Shouse died at his home in San- 
tee street in Los Angeles last Friday, 
May 10, following an illness that prac­ 
tically covered a period of three years. 
He had been slowly failing from the 
ravages of diabetes. He was born in 
Kentucky, January 14, 1866, and mov­ 
ed to Southern California in 1888, com­ 
ing to the southern 
portion of the 
state, and to the hill country that is 
now the Covina valley. He was the 
owner and developer of the* old Hollen- 
beck ranch of many hundreds of acres. 
He was married to Miss Laura Smith 
in 1891. 


At one time he was associated with 
the late Frank M. Chapman in the de­ 
velopment of oil on the Hollenbeck 
ranch, and he is also remembered as 
having made an attempt to develop;

The funeral was held at the Deader 
funeral parlors in Los Angeles, at 1618 
South Main street, and the address 
was made by Rev. J. W. Utter of the 
First Christian church of Covina, who 
was his pastor here for many years.

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This extract was taken from a letter 
written by a local boy in France to his 
parents here: 


"You ask.me about the spirit of the 
French people. They havo a spirit that 
refuses to bo broken or crushed. 
They 
are extremely optimistic, although you 
occasionally hear some oue say. espec­ 
ially among the women, that Franco can­ 
not fight at the present pace for more 
than six months longor. Even when you 
look at the little French soldier who is 
always cheerful and smiling, it gives 
you a new idoa of the " d o or d i e " 
spirit. All the allies can well loam the 
lesson from the little simple soldat. Ev­ 
erybody here is, willing to work and 
give all they have for their soldiers who 
are at the front. Wo can't help but ad- 
^jnlre to.,the limit tho French people, al- 
though-they certainly are way behind 
the time in somo things." 


Many inquiries have come to the 
citrus 
experiment \station 
concerning 
tho fertilizer value of tho deposit of 
peat,.or vegetable humus, as it is some­ 
times called, near San Bernardino. 
In 
response to these requests the follow­ 
ing statements are offered: 


Experience in many humid sections 
has shown that peat, as it commonly 
occurs in other parts of the world, has 
a low fertilizer value. This material, 
as is commonly known, undergoes com­ 
position slowly, with the consequence 
that the nitrogen and other plant foods 
which 
it 
contains, become 
available, 
slowly. For example, the nitrogen of 
peat has been found to have a value 
of only 10 to 20 per cent of that of 
nitrogen in the usual commercial ma­ 
terials, 
and tho net results on the. 
growth of crops, obtained by the use of 
this material, have not been especially 
encouraging. 


• In California, where it seems that 
manure and other 
organic 
materials 
probably play 
important 
parts 
other 
than merely supplying plant food, peaty 
materials may posses some value apart 
from tho plant food which they con­ 
tain; but citrus growers should boar in 
mind that the use of peat in California 
has not as yet passed beyond tho ex­ 
perimental stage, and notwithstanding 
tho fact that the citrus soils are great­ 
ly in need of organic matter, the grow­ 
er should clearly recognize that any 
use which ho makes of peat at this 
time, is largely in the nature of an ex­ 
periment. 


In view of the experience had with 
peats in other localities, together with 
the conditions now confronting tho ag­ 
ricultural world, the citrus experiment 
station recommends than in so far as 
they 
are obtainable, 
citrus 
growers 
mako uso of such thoroughly 
tested 
materials as manure, bean straw, etc., 
aVd that until the fertilizer value of 
peat has been more thoroughly proven 
by practical tests under tho different 
conditions occurring in California, pre­ 
ference be given to thiso 
materials 
whose value has been definitely estab­ 
lished. 


At the present time, tho citrus ex­ 
periment station is investigating this 
material. 
Tho results thus far obtain­ 
ed indicato that it undergoes decompo- 
' sition relatively slowly, but tho inves­ 
tigation has not progressed sufficiently 
far to warrant definite conclusions of a 
practical nature. As soon as these ex­ 
periments have reached the point where 
practical 
conclusions 
can bo 
safely 
drawn, tho results will be made public. 
In the meantime it would seem to be 
doubtful whether this matorial can bo 
safely said to have an economic value 
that is greatly in excess of tho cost of 
transportation and application.
